The letter in which Herr Albert Ball'n, th 
Director-General uf the Hamburg-American 
Line, ¢mphatically denies that the success of 
his Company is in nny way due to Govermnont 
» | subsidies, must Kiave fallen like » mild bomb- 
shell in English shipping circles. British 
shipowners have always vehemently maiutained 


steamers like-the Deutchsland ata profit, and 
thut the Hamburg-American ia only able to do 
so owing to tho heavy subventions annually 
“granted by tho, Reichstag. If Herr Ballins 
statement that the Hamburg-American Line 
receives, no subsidy beyond the ordinary 
allowance for carrying ‘the mails, excopt for 
the, Hastorn servico,’ and is not even paid 
for maintaning its liners as auxilimy 
cruisers, is to be literally interpreted, it is 
equivalent to the assertion: that German ship- 
owners are .swartor business men than their 
competitors, British shipowuors are not like 

to remain silent under such an imputation, onl 
without anticipating their reply it may be at 
onee stated that Herr DBallin’s detter-is neither 
complete nor accurate. Thero are more ways 
of granting. subsidies than direct financial 
allowances.
